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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: apertures "38" should be in figures 5-7, not "36", also both the neck portion 
and gasket adhesive are represented by "36", neck portions should be given a different 
reference number. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

* 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "said disk" in line 11. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim, 

5. Claim 7 recites the limitation "said shoulder" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claims 5 and 7 recite an improper Markush limitation "group of shapes that 
includes a diamond, a circle, an oblong slot, a square, a rectangle.", which should be 
changed to "a group consisting of a diamond, a circle, ...and a rectangle." 

7. Claim 7 has multiple periods throughout the claim which should be changed to 
semicolons or commas. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cuerrier 
(US 2004/01 24627 A1). 

Cuerrier discloses a cover 12 for a wheel 14 comprising a plate 18 with circular 
outer and inner edges and a neck region 22 for placement flush with a wheel convex 


surface, as shown in figures 1-4 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made, 

1 1 . Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cuerrier, as applied to claim 1 above. 

* 

With respect to claim 2, Cuerrier does not disclose the material used to make the 
cover. The use of alloys and polymers is well known in the art and it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
composed the cover of Cuerrier from an alloy or polymer in order to increase the 
durability and keep weight to a minimum, as is known in the use of alloys and polymers. 

With respect to claim 3, Cuerrier does not disclose the thickness of the plate as 
being within 0.01 inches to 0.03 inches. The thickness of the plate is not patentable 
unless it produces an unexpected result, therefore it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have made the cover of 
Cuerrier with a thickness of 0.01-0.03 inches in order to give sufficient protection to the 
wheels and prevent wear. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

13. Claims 4-6 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
